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REPORT  OF  THE 
NATIONAL  UBERTY  MEDAL  COMMITTEE 

The  National  Liberty  Medal  Committee  is  composed  of 
the  members  of  the  American  Social  Science  Association, 
who  drafted  the  reacdution  creating  the  Liberty  Service 
Medal,  and  those  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  National 
Institute  trf  Social  Sciences  to  co-operate  with  them. 

Hie  fdOowing  resolution  concemiMf  the  action  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Aaiierican  Social  Sdcnce  Asso- 
ciation, was  read  at  the  annual  nied:ing  of  the  National  In- 
stitute of  Social  Sciences,  held  January  18, 1918,  at  the  Hotel 
Astor,  New  York  City : 

In  view  of  the  fact  that,  except  in  the  army  and 
navy,  no  provision  has  been  made  by  any  competent 
authmity  for  the  recognition  by  a  medal  or  other 
suitable  in^gnia  for  notable  humanitarian  or  {>atri- 
otic  services  for  the  natimial  wdf are : 

Therefore,  the  executive  cwnmittee  of  the 
American  Social  Science  Association,  one  of  the 
oldest  of  nationally  incorporated  bodies,  recom- 
mends that  a  medal,  to  be  designated  "Liberty  Ser- 
vice" medal,  be  authorized. 

The  committee  further  recommends  that  the 
NatiomJ  Institute  of  Social  Sciences  be  empowered, 
in  sttscordance  with  the  object  of  its  organization,  to 
award  and  bestow  said  tasdal  upon  such  person  or 
p^^cms  as  have  rendered  or  may  render  notable  ser- 
vices which  merit  such  special  made  of  distinction 

and  recognititm.  .

•National  Institute,  winch  assumed  the  obligation  o£  carrying 
out  the  suggestion. 

At  a  meeting  in  May  of  the  Committee  representing  tiic 
American  Social  Science  Association  and  the  National  Insti- 
tute of  Social  Sciences,  a  second  medal,  to  be  designated  me 
Patriotic  Service  Medal,  was  adopted,  and  it  was  decided  that 
the  Liberty  Service  Medal  be  bestowed  for  national  patriotic 
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and  humanitarian  service,  and  the  Patriotic  Service  Med^ 
in  recognition  of  patriotic  woric  performed  in  cities,  large  or 
small,  giving  tiie  award  of  a  Patriotic  Service  Medal  a  more 

loc3.1  cfisirsctcr* 

The  Committee  then  placed  the  following  definitions  on 

record : 

Liberty  Service  Medal 
"To  be  issued  to  people  who  have  performed  a  pre-emin- 
ent War  Service  or  Social  Service  (non-military)." 

PATUonc  Service  Medal 
**To  be  given  to  people  who  have  performed  War  Service 
or  Social  Service  of  great  merit,  but  of  less  significance  than 
that  represented  by  the  Liberty  Service  MedaL" 

It  was  further  agreed  by  the  Committee  that : 
"The  National  Liberty  Medal  Committee  shall  consist 
of  fifteen  members  of  the  American  Social  Science  Association 
and  of  the  National  Institute  of  Social  Sciences,  and  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  president  of  the  National  Institute  of  Social 
Sciences 

**The  duties  of  this  Committee  shall  be  the  award  of  the 
Liberty  Service  and  Platriotic  Service  Medals  (for  patriotic 
and  humanitarian  service)  to  tiiose  individuals  who  meet 
the  requirements  as  set  forth  in  tiie  resohition  adopted  by 
the  National  Institute  of  Social  Sciences  under  date  of  Janu- 
ary 18,  1918.  ,  ^  . 

"There  shall  be  established  in  each  State  and  Territory 
of  the  Union  a  sub-committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  National  Institute  of 
Social  Sciences.  These  State  Committees  shall  have  the 
privilege  and  duty  of  nominating  to  the  National  Committee 
names  of  persons,  who,  in  their  opinion,  are  entitled  to  re- 
ceive medals.  All  other  nominations  must  be  made  by  mem- 
bers of  the  National  Committee.  The  action  of  the  National 
Committee  on  such  nominations  shall  be  final. 

"Stated  meetings  of  the  National  Committee  shall  be 
held  <m  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  each  month.  At  such  meet- 
ings no  names  shall  be  acted  upon  which  have  not  been  regu- 
larly put  in  nomination  in  writing  to  the  secretary  at  least  two 
wedcs  before  the  meeting,  and  which,  furthermore,  have  not 
been  sent  to  all  members  of  the  National  Committee  in 
writing  at  least  one  week  before  such  meeting. 

"  An  expUcit  statement  of  the  qualifications  of  the  nontu- 
nees  must  be  submitted,  and  a  copy  of  sttdi  statement  shall 
be  sent  to  all  the  members  at  least  one  week  in  advance  of 
the  meeting." 


SOME  SUGGESTIONS  FOR  THE^  GUIDANCE  OF  THE  STATE 
LIBERTY  SERVICE  MEDAL  COMMITTEES 

1.— -Oi^NIZATION  AND  PBOdEDt^ 

If  practicable,  each  State  Committee  should  be  called 
together  once  a  year  by  its  Chairman,  and  once  each  half 
year  if  possible.  A  meeting  of  the  State  Committee  can  best 
be  called  when  some  other  event  occurs  that  will  bring  to- 
gether some  members  of  the  Committee.  Each  committee 
should  decide  upon  the  kinds  of  services  that  ought  to  en- 
title a  person  to  a  Liberty  Service  Medal. 

In  case  the  Qtairman  cannot  bring  the  Committee  to- 
gether, and  also  between  meetings  of  the  Committee,  Ac 
Chairman  should  write  to  each  member  of  the  Committee 
about  once  in  three  months,  requesting  the  members'  views 
upon  the  merits  of  those  that  have  been  nominated  for 
medals,  and  inquiring  whether  the  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee wish  to  nominate  others  for  consideration  by  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Whenever  a  State  Committee  has  agreed  upon  a  nomi- 
nation, its  action  should  be  reported  to  Miss  Lillie  Hamilton 
French,  National  Institute  of  Social  Sciences,  225  Fifth  Ave- 
nue^ New  York  City. 

IL— Kinds  of  Service  which  Entitle  Persons  to  Liberty 
Service  Medals 

The  designation  of  the  particular  service  that  should  be 
recognized  by  the  award  of  a  Liberty  Service  Medal  is  diffi- 
ciilt»  because  there  are  many  ways  in  which  men  and  women 
may  make  heroic  sacrifices,  and  may  devote  their  strength  or 
their  substance  to  helping  thar  country  win  the  war  and  to 
lessening  the  suffering  and  sorrow  of  Aose  upon  wlmn  the 
burdens  of  the  war  fall. 

Humble  as  well  as  conspicuous  men  and  women  can  give 
their  services  generously  and  devotedly,  and  it  is  not  the 
amount  of  service  rendered,  but  the  spirit  and  motive  to 
which  the  greatest  weight  ought  to  be  given. 

The  services  to  be  considered  in  awarding  medals  of  the 
Naticmal  Institute  are  those  of  a  non-military  character.  The 
heroes  at  the  front,  men  and  women,  are  being  decorated  by 
the  government  for  their  bravery  ami  heroism.  Neither  the 
government  nor  the  piiUic  has  made  adequate  provision  for 
recognizing  the  services  of  those  who  do  not  fight  at  the 
front,  but  who  nevertheless  give  of  their  best  to  their  coun- 
try and  to  humanity. 
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In  awarding  the  medals,  the  following  citations  were  sent 
and  acknowledgments  received.  The  letter  to  Major  Murphy 
has  been  givea  in  fcdl.  In  reading  the  other  letters  it  must 
be  remembered  that  the  opening  and  do^ng  paragraf^  accom- 
panying the  citation  have  been  omitted  from  tiiis  report  for  the 
sake  of  brevity.
